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Hazard Racks ‘Big-City’ Lafayette 13-0 For 6th Straight

On Friday, the Hazaid Bulldogs traveled to the 
Blue Grass section of the state and stunned a favored 
Lexington Lafayette Grid eleven, 13-0, on the passing 
of quarterback Bill Morgan and the receiving of end 
Freddie Hogg. 

From the opening kickoff, Hazard’s offensive at- 
tack controlled the game, gaining 146 yards on the 
ground and 102 via the air lanes. Though both touch- 
downs were scored by passing, the Canines running 
attack provided a boost to the effort with halfback 
Keith Reynolds sparking the way. 

Again Hazard's defensive squad showed great 
strength behind the hard work of end Jimmy Walker 
and tackle O. J. Rowe. They had ample support from 
the rest of the interior line which effectively stopped 
Lafayette's offense. 

The victory, Hazard’s sixth consecutive this sea- 
son, marks the 12th straight win for the Dogs. Lafay- 
ette saw their record drop to 1-3 against a rough 
schedule that gets rougher in the next three weeks. . 

Houston Hogg took the opening kickoff and re- 
turned it to the 32 From there, the Bulldogs could 
gain only two yards in three running plays. 

Lafayette took over on their 33 and moved quickly 
for their only threat of the evening. Fullback David 
McAlister picked up 12 for the games first down. Haz- 
ard stopped the next two plays, but quarterback John 



Taylor swept the end for 15 yards before being trip- 
ped out on the Hazard 30. Here the Hazard defense 
toughened and knocked down two pass attempts halt- 
ing the General drive. 

Taking control on their 18 after a short punt, the 
Dogs had to punt right back and Morgan boomed a 40 
yarder to the Lafayette 46. Hazard refused to allow 
the Generals to cross the midfield stripe and the Gen- 
erals punted. Both teams exchanged punts once more 
before the quarter ended as defensive efforts were 
solid, stopping any offensive moves. 

Early in the second quarter, Hazard moved to 
their first touchdown. The drive started on the Hazard 
35. Reynolds picked up four toi^h yards off tackle 
before Morgan hit Walker on the 46 for a first down. 
Another pass was incomplete, but one to Reynolds in 
the tlat was good just short of a first. Fullback Freddy 
Barnett rammed up the middle for the first down to 
the Lafayette 43. 

On the following play, end Freddie Hogg, running 
deep and wide, outfought a General defender for Mor- 
gan’s pass on the 15 and hustled on into the end zone 
for the initial touchdown of the game. The extra point 
attempt was wide and with 5:33 left Hazard led 6-0. 

After the Kickoff, Halfback Teddy Mims was 
jarred bv the middle of the Doq line and fumbled, 
with Tom Manning Tommy-on-the-spot for Hazard. 

Hazard began another quick move toward the goal 



on Morgan’s arm. He hit II. Hogg in the flat and Hogg 
electrified the crowd, with a dazzing twisting splurt for 
24 yards to the 15. Runs by Reynolds and Hogg carried 
the ball to the four. After fruitless attempts by Hogg 
and Marvin Banning into the Lafayette line, Morgan 
tossed a quickie to F. Hogg for the score. Morgan’s 
kick was good and the Dogs led 13-0 with 1:06 left. 

An aroused Lafayette team took the second half 
kickoff and ran the ball back to the 29-yard line. Half- 
backs David Peters and Marvin Peters ran the ball for 
quick first downs and Lafayette had good field posi- 
tion on their own 46-yard line, but again the Hazard 
defense dug in and stopped their drive forcing them 
to punt. 

Hazard ran the punt back to their own 34-yard 
line and on the first play, Reynolds ran 15-yards for 
a Hazard first down. Then a pass from Morgan to 
Freddie Hogg on second down and seven carried the 
ball to the Lafayette 37 and another first down. Rey- 
nolds carried and on a power play up the middle Hogg 
broke loose for six vards before being hit had by Gen- 
eral guard George Hampton. The ball broke lose from 
Hcgg and was jumped on by Hampton. 

Lafayette took the ball on their 30 after having 
stopped this serious Hazard threat and gained six 
yards on two plays before being dropped for a 3 yard 
loss on third down and four. 



After the General punt, Hazard took the hall on 
their 38 yard line and on the first play were immed- 
iately charged with a 15-yard penalty. This proved no 
damper lo the Bulldogs as they quickly marched up 
the field for a first down on a sweeping run by 
Reynolds and Reynolds and Hogg continued to carry 
the ball sweeping up the middle of the General line. 
On Four plays they moved the ball to the 2 yard line. 
On first down and goal Morgan attempted a pass to 
Hogg in the end zone, but it was intercepted by halt- 
back David Peters. 

This was the last threat of the evening by either 
team and the remaining time was played out as both 
teams slugged it out defeii tul>.

1964-65 Employment Facts 



A TEAMWORK APPROACH: America'* hire the handicapped program it essen- 
tially a volunteer effort carried on by business, industry, the mats information 
media, public and private organizations and individuals in all walks of life. 
WHO'S HANDICAPPED? The National Health Survey made by the U.S. Public 
Health Service indicates one oerson in ten in the United States has an impair- 
ment which limits his normal range of activities. 

The Bureau of Labor Statistics estimates that during the past five years an 
average of 80,000 persons annually receive permanent disabilities from work 
injuries. The Bureau estimates that in this country's working age population 
1 500,000 persons have permanent physical impairments resulting from work 
injuries which mutt be considered to some degree in placement. 

REHABILITATION: During the past 20 years, the Federal-State rehabilitation 
program hat provided services to over 1,500,000 handicapped persons. The 
U. S Vocational Rehabilitation Administration estimates approximately 120,000 
persons were rehabilitated for employment in the year ending June 30, 1964. 
There is a constant backlog of approximately 2,500,000 disabled Americans who 
need rehabilitation services. About 270,000 citizens annually become handicap- 
ped to the extent that they require, and could profitably use, such services in 
order to work. 

EMPLOYMENT SERVICE PLACEMENT: In the past 20 years the 1,900 local 
employment offices of the Bureau of Employment Security placed 5,3S4,000 or 
an average of nearly 282,000 handicapped persons per year. 

VETERANS: The Veterans Employment Service reports job placements in 

non-egricultural occupations of 103.300 disabled veterans in the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1964, comnared with 100,500 in the previous fiscal year. 
This represents an increase of 2.8 percent. 

A recent study b the Veterans Administration of the employment record of 
the mentally restored indicates 90 percent were making a satisfactory job 
adjustment. They were not "job hoppers." Their positions spread throughout 
the occupational structure, ranging from professional to unskilled. The study 



also showed that 20 percent of the mentally restored were in positions re- 
quiring person to person contact. 

MENTALLY RESTORED: The National Association for Mental Health esti 
mates one person in ten has a mental or emotional disorder requiring psy- 
chiatric treatment. On a given day, the Association says there are 790,000 
persons in mental hospitals, more than the total number of persons in 
hospitals for all other illnesses combined. 

THE MENTALLY RETARDED: The National Association for Retarded Chil- 
dren estimates there are about 5,500,000 mentally retarded persons in the 
United States. The Association says the outlook for five out of six retarded 
persons is some degree of independence, especially since special program — 
emphasizing social development and occupational training — can enable some 
of these people to become self-supporting. 

FEDERAL EMPLOYMENT: Since 1942 Federal agencies have hired more 
than 200,000 handicapped persons. Also, since the inception of the Civil 
Service Commission's new program for employment of the mentally retarded, 
which was started by the late President Kennedy, 140 retarded persons have 
been employed through July 31, 1964. 

There are more than 3,500 "coordinators," individuals in each Federal estab- 
lishment responsible for employment of the handicapped. All 35,000 postmast- 
ers have been desionated as coordinators for employment of the handicapped. 
A number of State Governments have patterned ''coordinator" programs after 

the Federal program. 

JOB FUTURE FOR THE HANDICAPPED. A special committee of the Presi- 
dent's Committee composed of representatives from business ahd govern- 
ment reDorted recently that automation tends to facilitate job placement of 
handicapped persons, but it also is eliminating many routine laboring and 
repetitive ; ofcs, and jobs which reouire a minimum of education.

GOVERNOR

Commonwealth of Kentucky 

TO ALL TO WHOM THESE PRESENTS SHALL COME: 

WHEREAS, equality of opportunity has long been one of our 
most cherished ideals; and 

WHEREAS, equality of opportunity for employment should not 
be denied any qualified person because of a handicap; and 
WHEREAS, the handicapped of our state have amply demon- 
strated their productive capacity when employed in positions 
suited to their special skills and talents; and 
WHEREAS, there are in Ky., today those who are handicapped 
but are otherwise qualified for useful work who have not yet 
achieved equality of opportunity for employment; 

WHEREAS, Congress, by a joint resolution approved August 11, 
1945 (59. Stat. 530), has designated the first week in October of 
each year as National Employ the Handicapped Week and hat 
requested the President to issue a suitable proclamation each 
year; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, EDWARD T. (Ned) BREATHITT, Gover- 
nor of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, do call upon the people 
of our state to observe the week beginning October 4, 1964, as 

EMPLOY THE HANDICAPPED WEEK 

In Kentucky, and to cooperate with Kentucky Commission on 
Employ the Handicapped in furthering equality of opportunity for 
employment of the handicapped. 

I urge mavors and other public officials, as well as leaders in 
industry, the press, education and religious groups, labor, civic, 
veterans, agricultural, women's scientific, professional and fra- 
ternal organizations, and all other interested organizations, 
including the handicapped themselves, to participate actively in 
this observance.
